Railways and the People. 


_ The Boston Monthly recently published 
an article entitled ‘A fight of a man with 
arailway,” in which the writer set forth 
how he had been driven off a train with 
violence and injury on the ground that the 
conditions printed on thé back of his ticket 
made a contract, and that in virtue of this 


.| contract the ticket had lapsed seeing that 
| the passage had not been claimed within 


the time required by the conditions ; and 
now finally, after going through all the 
‘tribunals, the Supreme Court of Massachu- 
setts has helJ that it was not competent 
for Railway Companies, by their own will, 
to impose unreasonable conditions on their 
passengers. The Court, in the explanation 
of its motives, among other reasons said 
that it must often be impossible for a pas- 
senger who has paid his money at a wicket, 
and had the ticket thrust out to him while 
waiting in a hustling crowd, to seo what was 
on the card ; and hence that it was absurd 
to hold that he agreed to the terms by ac- 
cepting the ticket, on which they weze 
printed, Besides, they said that he had no 
option, if he wanted to travel, betwoon tak. 
ing the ticket so tendered or not going at 
all, The case is easily perceived to be an 
important one for the travelling public, es: 
pecially as it must always be a matter of 
great difficulty and anxicty for an individu- 
al to tight a great Corporation, to which the

_ Let candidates and electors mark, learn 
and inwardly digest the following : 

As the general municipal elections are 
near at hand, it may be well to furnish our 
readers with the following synopsis of the 
stringent provisions against corrupt practir 
ces at municipal elections, that are em- 


Polished | podied in an act which received the Lieut-' 


Governor's the 2nd of March 
last ;— 

All persons are to be deemed guilty of 
bribery who give, lend, or agree to give or 
lend, either directly or indirectly, money 
or any valuable consideration, large or 
small, or who promises to secure any place 
or employment, to any voter in order to 
induce such person to vote or to refrain 
from voting at any municipal election or 
upon any by-law for raising money by the 
municipality, or because such yoter has 
so voted or refrained from yoting in the 
past. 

It is also declard that those who give or 
promisio money, place employment, &c., 
to any one fer using his influence in muni- 
cipal elections or who shall advance money 
for bribery,or cancel debts in consideration 
of voting in a particular way, shall each 
and all bé déemod guilty of bribery accord: 
ing to the Act. 

In the #ame way (any voter who shall 
directly or indirdotly, by. himself or’ by 
any other person, ruceive any money, gift, 
situation, omployment,&ec., either for him-

than anger, malice and rum combined 5 
but this is true at least : political rings” 
require and maintain for purposes of or- 
ganization, vast numbers of idle fellows 
of che lowest smd most visious clusses— 
known as ward politicians, These men, 
through sheer idleness, lapse into habits 
of debauchery, aud gradually, and surely, 
one after another, drop into “ ways that 
are dark,” ending their career for the 
tinie, in the prisoner’s cell, The men, 
whose creatures they are, are bound to 
protect them, and by means they kuow 
best how to ply, they compromise justice 
and secure the liberty of their victim. 
The halter is robbed of its claims and 
“hanging for murder,” in the language 
of this class, “is pisyed ou.” It the 
logic is fuulty that hinges a great propor- 
tion of this class of crime on an abnormal 
condition of the political system of the 
country, we fail to see it. And here, 
again, we ask, who is bold enough in this 
Republican age, to place the onus of guilt 
where it belongs? 
Political systems may restrain wicked 
men ; religious restrants do work peace 
and righteousness ; but the suving clause 
is the law which knows no rule but that 
of equity,und consults no conscience that 
does not find restraint in equity and jus- 
tice.

THE SWINDLERS OWNS UP—A GRAND 
JURY MOVES—DETECTIVES AFTER THE

San Francisco, Dee. 
Harpending, Rubery and Maurice Dore 
have restified before the executive com- 
mittee of the mining company investigating 
the diamond swiadle. Harpending said he 
went to London in 1871; thence to Paris, 
He started for home in April, 1872, in 
company with Rubery, Hill, Lent and 
Fargo. They held a consultation with Mr, 
Barlow in New York about the diamond 
fields, and it wus decided that a party 
should go from Denver to the fields. 
Black and Arnold went, taking Janin as an 
expert. Arnold got lost, but was finally 
found, At Diamond Mess, near the Done 
Mountains, in three minutes Marpending 
picked up a large number of diamonds, 
They staked the ground, and returned to 
San Francisco, leaving Rubery in the field. 
Janin had 1,000 shares, which he sold to 
Lent and Harpending for $40,000. The 
total value of shares sold here was $320,- 
000. One man, whose name is withheld, 
made a clean breast of the swindle, and 


On last Sabbath the Rey. O. B. Froth 
ingham, New York, preached a sermen

‘The spirit that wouldshut a criminal away 
from his fellows for a longer or shorter 
time he admired. He wished that society 
was in « state in which the verdict.of pub: 
lic opinion would be ample punishment. 
As it was not, there must be some degree 
of imprisonment, Anything which would 
make this humane, cause reflection and ro- 
form in the man, and teach some useful 
Occupation, was tobe welcomed. Passing 
then to the death penalty, he said that when 
society decides a wan to be so hopeless a 
ruffian that it can no longer live with him 
safely, it excommunicates him forever by 
taking his life, just as one would kill a dan- 
gerous reptile. That this should be neces: 
sary he deemed a shameful fact, but it was 
still a fact. The present manner of execu- 
tions, however, he cousidered as digraces 
ful and demoralizing. He would have them 
strictly privat@ No particulars should be 
published conesrring them—only the fact 
belng announced, Even the time and place 
should be suppressed, He wished thatsone 
suupler and quicker method than hanging 
—such, for example, as the administration 
of a subtle poison—could be adopted. He 
believed that in general, penaltics should 
be even severer than now, 

The Rey. Gentleman, in these remarks,

The next 
operation is that of weighing and bagging 
the shot. The scale is set at twenty-five 
pounds, and the workmen, oxpert by reason 
of long practice, scoops vut what he thinks 
will be enough and pours it into the scale. 
Scrupulous honesty seems to be the rule 
in bagging. ‘There must be just twenty- 
fiye pounds—not the weight of a hair more 
or less. ‘Che workman who scoops the shot 
usually guesses within a few pellets of the 
weight, and these’are added or subtracted 
until the beam is on eyen poise. After a

First. Are the people to be unneces- 
sarily burdened with taxation. Our 
public debt, adding the Grand Junetion 
Bonus, is considerably less than $200,000. 
Our public buildings are provided for 
and our streets are well-drained and well 
graded so far as the work has gone and 
the people generally are well provided 
with board-walks and other public con- 
yeniences, and during the next Session of 
the Ontario Parliatnent we will probably 
receive $50,000 from the Municipal Loan 
Fund which may be applied to lessen our 
debt. In the face of these facts there is 
a faction in Town insanely weded to the 
idea that taxes should be imposed from 
year to year, sufficient not only to meet 
the annual demands of the Corporation ; 
but to pay for permanent public improve- 
ments that may be expected to serve fifty 
year, When our population will probably 
be 20,000 and our wealth proportionally 
great. All modem financial theorists 
deny the correctness of this policy in 
which they are borne out by common 
sense. It would be much more prudent 
to leave these public works to be paid 
for by those who will have the use of 
them. The town of Port Hope hus a 
mublic debt of two millions of dollars and 
yot the Council have not dared to collect 
from the people an amount which in 
comparison with our debt nnd taxation 
is one quarter 40 oppressive. 


Heavy taxes 
drive the people from the Town—a mod- 
erately large de}t does not. The public 
debt of Brock villo cannot be much less 
than a million of dollars—six times 
greater than ours, und yet last year their 
rate of collection was 18} mills on the 
dollar, while Messrs, Hoambly, Suther- 
land, Northcott, Clarke, Foster and Ben- 
jamin insist on forcing from the pockets 
of our struggling traders, widows and

A foarful accident ocourred on the Orosa- 
out road at threo p. m.,ata point known os 
Prospect station, Tho train was in charge 
of Conductor 
Brookton at four o'clock to connct with the 
doy express of the Lake Shore road, ‘Lhe 
train, on crossing & treatle bridge, was, with 
overturned off 


Flanders, and waa due at 


the exception of the ongine, 
tho bridgo into the ravine, 4 distance of 
thirty-five feet. It is supposed at this time 
that tho accident 
wheel, as the engine parted from the train 
and® passed over in safety, Lt is estimated 
that between 70 and 80 passongers wore in 
the two cars,and of this number not half-a- 
dozen escaped death or serious injury. The 
wrock, taking firo from tho passenger 
car stoves, literally roasted alive many that 
were Wounded before they couldbe removed, 
The death list, including those killed outs 
right and those burned to death, will exceed 
forty-five. Throo women have beon taken 
from the aceno of the disaster, but are unt 
recognizable. 

Among the passengers: wero soverel wo- 
men with children, ‘Twenty.ono dead 
bodies have been broughtinto this place, but 
have not yet been recognized, Many can 
not be recognized at any time, the bodiey 
being so badly burned. There are thirty: 
one wounded, many seriously. QOonductor 
Flanders is fatally injured, but is still alive. 
The railroad company are doing all in their 
power.
